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‘Forced out of my home 
by the noise of lorries’

AN increasing number of lorries 
parking in and around Haverhill are 
causing problems for residents - and 
one grandmother says she is being 
forced to move house because of the 
noise. 

Marion Searle, 45, who lives just off 
the A1307 in Withersfield, has given 
notice to her landlord since a layby, 
which lorries constantly use for short 
periods at a time, was reopened early 
last week. 

The layby, which is visible from her 
bedroom window, was closed in 
August last year after Ms Searle com¬ 
plained to the council. However it 
was reopened last Tuesday. 

Since then, Ms Searle says she has 
not been able to sleep for more than 
a few hours at night because the 
noise of the lorries coming and going 
makes her house shake. 

“My windows rattle,” she said. “You 
put headphones in and you can still 
hear it.” 

She says she counted 11 different 
lorries stopping in the layby on 
Wednesday, and 16 on Thursday. 

Ms Searle says that new signs, 
which read “No lorry parking over¬ 
night” were put up in the layby sev¬ 
eral months ago, and she called the 
Suffolk County Council’s highways 
department to see if that meant it 
was going to be reopened. 


She said: “They assured me it was 
not going to be opened in the near 
future. I asked if they would give me 
two months’ notice if it was going to 
reopen and they said yes. 

“Then they just came on Tuesday 
and took the barriers down.” 

She says she got in contact with 


Suffolk County Council about the 
issue, and yesterday barriers were 
put back up. 

However, she says the new barriers 
are “useless”, as they allow space for 
two lorries in the layby, and that one 
parked up there just eight minutes 
after the barriers were returned. 


A spokesperson for Suffolk County 
Council confirmed that they were 
aware of the problem and were work¬ 
ing on resolving it. 

Ms Searle, who is disabled, said 
that the lack of sleep is having a seri¬ 
ous impact on her life. 

“I get really anxious when I’m 


tired,” she said. “And you can’t do 
anything the next day because you’re 
so tired.” 

Her three-year-old grandson 
George has not been able to come 
and stay since the barriers were 
taken down, because the noise of the 
lorries bothers him. 

She says the problem is now worse 
than it was before the layby closed, 
because the new signs state that lor¬ 
ries cannot stay all night so drivers 
use the layby for 45 minutes at a time 
and come and go throughout the 
night. She says many of them have 
loud refrigeration units. 

Town councillor Maureen Byrne 
has also been working to help Ms 
Searle and two other residents who 
live close to a separate layby that was 
also closed after their complaints. 

Cllr Byrne has been in touch with 
Culina, a Haverhill-based logistics 
company based in Phoenix Road, 
about lorries delivering goods to 
them waiting for long periods around 
the town. 

Cllr Byrne said: “In Hollands Road; 
the industrial estate; anywhere 
that’s got a bit of space there’s a 
lorry.” 

Cllr Byrne, former mayor Roger 
Andre and two residents badly 
affected by the lorries held a meeting 
with a manager from Culina in April, 
and are expecting to follow it up with

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another meeting later this month. 

Cllr Byrne said: “The manager was 
told of serious problems with lorries 
parking all across Haverhill. 

“We also raised the issue of what 
they leave behind. They pee anywhere 
and leave plastic bags of faeces. 

“The vehicles in question are waiting 
to unload, and they need to get a slot 
to be unloaded, and that slot could 
take one or two days to come up. 

“We recognise and appreciate that 
Culina employ people in the town, but 


it’s a massive problem. 

“There’s not enough space on 
Haverhill’s roads for these 
lorries to park. 

“We have told Culina 
they should have a desig¬ 
nated parking area.” 

Steve Morris, general 
manager at Culina, said: 

“We had a meeting with 
councillors in April and 
we have another planned 
for the end of this month. 

“Ninety per cent of the 
product stored comes in from 



the continent and the drivers have to 
rest at some point in their journey. 
The facilities for them in and 
around Haverhill are limited. 
“We have recently purchased 
a number of industrial bins to 
place on the road leading to 
our distribution centre and 
regularly send staff out on 
‘pick walks’ to help keep the 
roadway clean and tidy. 

“We are keen to work with 
Cllr Byrne to ensure that an 
effective solution to the resi¬ 
dents’ concerns is implemented.”

‘What is being done to 
boost the High Street?’ 


A COUPLE who run a local business 
in Haverhill have spoken out about 
the lack of support for new business¬ 
es in the town. 

Ali Yagir owns Star Express Burgers 
in Queen Street, and is helped by his 
wife Wendy. 

The pair live on Brickfields Drive on 
the Meadowlands Estate, where they 
moved nine years ago. 

They took over the business last 
year, and Wendy says they have 
already noticed a drop in the number 
of customers because of the state of 
the High Street. 

Ali said: “At the moment the High 
Street is all charity shops and betting 
shops. 

“I came to Haverhill in 2000 and in 
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15 years it’s gone back and back and 
back. 

“Haverhill is run by Bury St 
Edmunds like a step child. When you 
look at where your council tax goes, 
it’s not going towards anything in 
Haverhill.” 

Wendy added: “The High Street is 
full of charity shops. Why don’t they 
give an incentive to have a shop on 
the High Street? 

“We should have lower rates and 
encourage young businesses, 
Haverhill hasn’t got the population 
for big chain shops like Next, but you 
could have nice little small business¬ 


es if the rates were better.” 

The couple attended the town meet¬ 
ing on Monday night, and Ali asked 
outgoing mayor Roger Andre what the 
council was planning to do to boost 
the High Street. 

Mr Andre replied: “This is very much 
a matter which the masterplan is hop¬ 
ing to address. 

“The consultation begins in June. 
That’s the time for traders and resi¬ 
dents to talk to the consultants and 
make sure what’s in the masterplan is 
what you want.”

HAVERHILL police have issued a warning to 
residents over continued thefts from motor 
vehicles.

Woman denies assaulting 
neighbours in parking dispute 

A HAVERHILL woman has pleaded not guilty at 
Bury St Edmunds Magistrates Court on Monday 
to assaulting two neighbours in a parking 
dispute. 

Miss Michelle McLoughlin, 26, of Colbeck 
Road, Haverhill, was accused of assaulting 
neighbour Iwona Wilde and giving her a bloody 
nose, and kicking neighbour Dan Upcraft in the 
groin on February 25 this year. 

It is alleged she went over to their property 
while they were having a get together after a 
parking dispute got out of hand. 

She maintains any injuries caused were in 
self defence, and she never entered the 
property. 

The date for her trial has been set as August 
14 at Bury St Edmunds Magistrates Court.

A BOY admitted smashing a 
window and door at a school, 
and threatening another boy 
with a knife, at Bury St 
Edmunds youth court yester¬ 
day. 

The 11-year-old was one of 
the two boys behind a fanuary 
attack on Haverhill’s 
Clements Primary School on 
lanuary 12 this year. 

Carol Huston, prosecuting, 
said: “It’s clear from the CCTV 
that he was with the other 
boy. They are seen to pick up 
bricks, seen to go to the door 
of the school, and damage 
was caused.” 

The defendant called him¬ 
self an “idiot” for vandalising 
the school. 

The boy also admitted 
attempting to rob another 
boy’s dog by threatening him 
with a knife. 

The victim of this attempted 
robbery was in a Haverhill 
park when the defendant and 
another boy came towards 
him on an electric scooter, 
the court heard. 

The defendant started strok¬ 
ing and fussing the dog, while 
the other boy went off. 

Ms Huston said that the 
defendant asked the victim 
“What would you do if some¬ 


one pulled a knife on you?” 
and the victim replied that he 
would call the police. 

She went on: “[The defend¬ 
ant] then pulled out of his 
jumper a knife, with a blade 
about three to four inches 
long. 

“He was holding the knife 
towards [the victim’s] stom¬ 
ach. He said: ‘Give me your 
dog.’” 

She said the victim escaped 
by putting the dog over a 
fence and hiding while the 
two boys went past. 

The defendant’s mother 
said: “He’s been quite diffi¬ 
cult at home. We’ve had some 
tough times.” 


She said that since he start¬ 
ed receiving support from the 
youth offenders service, his 
behaviour had improved. 

Defending, Sumeer 

Chowdhry said: “He is getting 
support to deal with in par¬ 
ticular his anger manage¬ 
ment issues, and is getting 
tested for ADHD. 

“He is a caring boy. He has a 
great deal of care towards 
animals.” 

The magistrates heard he 
had helped to repair the dam¬ 
age at the school. They 
extended an eight month 
referral order to a twelve 
month one as a sentence for 
both offences.

Council consider plan 


THE masterplan for Haverhill’s 
town centre is moving a step 
closer. 

A draft document detailing 
the masterplan for the town 
has been produced, and will be 
considered by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s cabinet next 
Thursday, May 28. 

If it is approved, a six-week 
public consultation on the doc¬ 
ument will begin, running 
from June 8 to July 16. 
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The document contains pro¬ 
posals for more shops and cafes 
in the town centre and new 
places to live and work in 
Haverhill. 

It also suggests improve¬ 
ments to the bus interchange 
and the environment on the 
High Street. 

Its strategy for the town cen¬ 


tre is to divide it into four inter¬ 
connected quarters, which 
provide opportunities for 
mixed use development. This 
will be combined with a public 
realm framework which aims 
to make the town easier to get 
around. 

Planning experts David Lock 
Associates, who have created 
the draft masterplan docu¬ 
ment, have described it as 
“aspirational, realistic and 


deliverable”. 

The aim is for the masterplan 
to be ready by September to 
build upon the strategy put for¬ 
ward in the Haverhill Vision 
2031 document. 

It is being prepared as a for¬ 
mal “supplementary planning 
document”, with the aim that 
St Edmundsbury borough 
council will choose to adopt it.

Ofsted tell 
council to 
do more 

SUFFOLK County Council is 
making progress but still 
needs to do more in its school 
improvement plans, Ofsted 
has said. 

Inspectors carried out a 
local authority school 
improvement inspection in 
January and found that the 
council was too slow in 
making signifcant 
improvements since the year 
before. 

However, it did say that 
steps had been taken to 
support and challenge 
inadequate schools. 

Councillor Lisa Chambers, 
Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet member for education 
and skills, said: “I believe this 
report comes as an 
endorsement of our direction 
of travel and the ambitions we 
have for the county’s schools. 

“We take on board the areas 
for improvement identified in 
Ofsted’s letter. 

“These are all areas we 
were already aware of and 
work was already in progress 
before receipt of Ofsted’s 
letter. 

She continued: “We have 
already implemented 
significant changes since the 
last Ofsted visit. 

“Suffolk is an improving 
picture and Ofsted recognises 
this.” 
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Healthcare top 
of new mayor’s 
list of priorities 


HAVERHILL’S new mayor, 
Betty McLatchy, took up the 
chain of office on Monday 
night. 

She was voted in at the first 
meeting of the new town 
council at the Haverhill Arts 
Centre. 

She took over from outgoing 
mayor Roger Andre, who is no 
longer a councillor. 

Cllr McLatchy outlined her 
priorities for the town in an 
acceptance speech. 

She said: “It’s a privilege to 
serve a town that is growing 
so rapidly. This is an impor¬ 
tant time for Haverhill. 

“Once all the new develop¬ 
ments are built, our popula¬ 
tion will exceed 40,000, and 
we need to be prepared for 
this. 

“Some people say Haverhill’s 
in a corner, but I see it as a 
link in a triangle. By working 
hard on road links, transport 
and health, I have no doubt 
that the new town council 
will pull together and work 
for the community. I am sure 
eveyone will work together.” 

She also took the opportu¬ 
nity to thank Mr Andre for his 
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work as mayor, and everyone 
who attended the meeting. 

Healthcare is a particularly 
big priority for Cllr McLatchy, 
who is a trained nurse. 

She has so far raised £12,500 
towards an ultrasound 
machine in Haverhill by fun¬ 
draising, and has set up a 
weekend walk-in first aid 
scheme at the Burton Centre 
in Camps Road. 

She says that she would like 
to see a dedicated walk-in 
centre or cottage hospital in 
Haverhill, and is appealing 
for more volunteers for her 
first aid service. 

Another of her priorities is 
to make sure that councillors 
work together across political 
divides. 

The new town council is 
made up of seven 
Conservative councillors, six 
UKIP representatives, and 
three Labour concillors. 

A new deputy mayor, Cllr 
David Roach, was also 
appointed at the town coun¬ 
cil meeting, replacing Cllr 


Maureen Byrne, who remains 
on the town council. 

Outgoing mayor Roger 
Andre made a speech looking 
back over the last year, his 
second as mayor. 

He said that he and the dep¬ 
uty mayor had attended over 
200 events and travelled over 
2,000 niles as part of their 
duties. 

He went on: “I continue to 
be heartened by the evidence 
I have seen of so many volun¬ 
teering to assist our commu¬ 
nity, giving freely of their 
time, skills and energy to 
improve life in our area. 

“The huge diversity of their 
talents and skills is a signifi¬ 
cant component in the rich 
tapestry of life in our commu¬ 
nity.” 

The meeting took place at 
7.30pm, following the annual 
town meeting at 7pm.

I SUPPOSE having more houses 
on the proposed Great Wilsey Park 
development is good for Haverhill, 
but I can’t help wondering what 
we are letting ourselves in for. 

If the proposed development goes 
ahead will we have what is stated? 
More doctors, a primary school, a 
small health centre, pharmacies, 
cafes, shops - or just houses with 
a pub/restaurant. Only time will 
tell. 

Artists’ impressions always look 
good on paper, but the truth, the 
real world that we live in, is vastly 
different. This proposed site will 
have two main roads in and out;

They’ll just park in the lay-bys or 
maybe outside your house if they 
can. Mind you all housing estates 
are now at breaking point for 
parking so you’ll probably get 
spared that. 

Haverhill’s answer is to just build 
more and more houses - and 
infrastructure... well we can do 
that later... wrong! 

Successful thriving towns have 
the infrastructure in place, then 
build.

Members of the club, which currently operates from Haverhill 
Leisure Centre, are waiting on the result of a planning 
application for their own premises. If it is approved, a business 
unit in Haverhill’s Hollands Road could be convereted into a 
dedicated gymnastics space. 


Heart doctor 
struck off 
for groping 


A CARDIOLOGIST will never prac¬ 
tise medicine in the UK again after 
groping a patient during examina¬ 
tions. 

Dr Ajay Kumar Kanojia, working at 
West Suffolk Hospital, fondled his 
patient’s breasts and tried to kiss her 
during consultation. He also ordered 
her to strip to the waist during exam¬ 
inations. 

The patient reported the doctor 
after he hugged her and kissed her 
neck - discovering his actions were 
not normal practice and he had used 
three appointments just to grope her. 

The patient said: “I had never been 
to see a cardiologist before so I just 
assumed that what he was doing was 
right. I never thought that I was being 
taken advantage of because if I had I 
would never have gone back. To find 
out that he had been touching me 
inappropriately all along was really 
distressing and made it seem a lot 
more sinister.” 

The General Medical Council found 
him guilty of misconduct and struck 
him off. 

The panel ruled he was guilty of

“sexually-motivated and dishonest 
misconduct” and said they could not 
be confident that he wouldn’t do the 
same again. 

He was also found guilty of “failing 
in his medical duty” and admitted 
forging a prescription for himself and 
trying to persuade a colleague to lie 
so it could get through the pharmacy. 

Kim Harrison, from Slater and 
Gordon solicitors, said: “This was an 
abuse of the trust that should exist 
between patient and doctor. What 
made it worse for my client is that she 
didn’t realise at first that anything he 
was doing was wrong. 

“Every patient is entitled to expect 
that they will be treated with dignity 
and respect, not abused for the doc¬ 
tor’s own sexual gratification.” 

A spokesman for the West Suffolk 
NHS Foundation Trust said Kanojia 
was a locum doctor and that once a 
complaint is received, the doctor is 
no longer accepted to work at the 
hospital.

Hospital wins 
care contract 


THE preferred bidder for a 
contract to provide commu¬ 
nity healthcare in Suffolk has 
been announced - and it's 
West Suffolk Hospital. 

The hospital will provide a 
range of adult community 
services, specialist children’s 
services and community hos¬ 
pitals. They will serve 600,000 
people across the whole of 
Suffolk, except the Waveney 
area. 

Professor Dr Stephen Dunn, 
chief executive at West Suffolk 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“By providing a more joined- 
up service we will be able to 
break down the organisation¬ 
al barriers that can get in the 
way of great patient care. 

“Together we will make the 
most of opportunities for 
community services, primary 
care, hospitals and social care 
to work together to reduce 
pressure across the system 
and provide the right care, in 
the right place at the right 
time.” 

The contract was awarded 
by NHS Ipswich and East 
Suffolk and NHS West Suffolk 
clinical commissioning 
groups, the health commis-

sioners led by local GPs. 

The panel that decided on 
awarding the contract includ¬ 
ed representatives from the 
commissioning groups, 
patient representatives, 
Healthwatch Suffolk, patient 
engagement group represen¬ 
tation, Suffolk County 
Council and associate com¬ 
missioners. 

Julian Herbert, accountable 
officer for the clinical com¬ 
missioning groups, said: “We 
were determined to find the 
right organisation to deliver 
safe, high-quality community 
healthcare services for the 
population we serve.” 

The services have been pro¬ 
vided by a company called 
Serco for the last three years. 

West Suffolk Hospital will 
take over the contract on 
October 1 this year, but the 
services provided to patients 
will remain the same. No job 
losses are anticipated. 

Serco reported making a 
loss on the community 
healthcare contract. 

Abi Tierney, Serco chief 


executive, said: “I am 
immensely proud of the team 
in Suffolk and of the work 
they have done over the past 
three years. 

“Despite the operational 
and financial challenges we 
have faced, we are now deliv¬ 
ering a first-class community 
service for the people of 
Suffolk and it is arguably now 
one of the best in the country. 

“Everyone has worked tire¬ 
lessly to deliver that service 
and we will ensure that we go 
on doing so until the end of 
our contract this autumn so 
that we hand it over in excel¬ 
lent order to the new provid¬ 
ers.” 

The value of the contract has 
not been announced, but it 
will be worth more than the 
previous year’s. The extra 
money is from increased allo¬ 
cations for the clinical com¬ 
missioning groups and sav¬ 
ings made over the last year. 

West Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust, Ipswich 
Hospital NHS Trust and 
Norfolk Community Health 
and Care NHS have been 
working together on this since 
2014.

Fire service gets 
new equipment 

THE fire service has launched a number of new 
pieces of equipment to help them fight fire as 
effectively as possibly. 

Some of the kit will replace outdated equipment, 
while other items will give firefighters new 
capabilities. They will all be used across the 
county. 

The new kit includes an operational support unit 
with environment equipment, which was 
purchased with the help of £25,000 from the 
Environment Agency. It includes booms, drain 
covers and absorbent material, and will be used at 
fire incidents and chemical spills where there is a 
need to divert or contain polluted fire water run¬ 
off or chemical spills. It also includes lighting and 
inflatable structures used at larger incidents. 

Another new item is the Firebike, funded by the 
The Copdock Classic Motorcycle Club. This fire 
service motorbike will be used to enhance 
motorcycle safety education, including the Biker 
Down programme.

YOUNG drivers are being urged to 
remember the Honest Truth to 
stay safe on the roads. 

The Suffolk Roadsafe Partnership 
have launched the new campaign 
to get drivers thinking about the 
consequences of “potentially care¬ 
less behaviour” when they are 
behind the wheel. 

In the last five years, 14 young 
people aged between 17 and 19 
have been killed on Suffolk’s roads 
and 175 suffered serious injuries in 
collisions.

Councillor Graham Newman, 
Suffolk County Council’s cabinet 
member for roads and transport, 
said: “It’s incredibly important that 
young drivers are made aware of 
how small changes to their behav¬

“Through this campaign we hope 
to highlight to the newest genera¬ 
tion of drivers the importance of 
road safety and behaving like a 
responsible motorist by concen¬ 
trating on the road and making 
sure passengers always wear seat 
belts.”

Honesty is not 
always the best 

policy 


Claire Sleep, an 
Employment Solicitor 
at Ashton KCJ, offers 
some practical advice. 


A company director found herself the 
subject of a lot of press attention a few 
weeks ago when she sent an abusive 
rejection e-mail to an applicant who had 
been interviewed for a position as a self- 
employed labourer. 

The foul-mouthed email tirade described 
the 48 year old as “an old, aesthetically 
challenged guy with no teeth”. It went 
on to say “.. .you are not only the most 
inappropriate person for this job, but 
probably for any job you will spend the 
next few years applying for, only to get 
rejected as soon as they meet you.” 

The director said that she thought the 
applicant had behaved in a rude and 
offensive way at their meeting. She said 
that the email (which represented her 
personal opinion) had been sent in error, 
and she had merely been venting her 
frustration after, somewhat ironically, 
reading an article that day suggesting that 
anger and upset could be released by 
writing it down. Unfortunately, it was that 
“rant” which made it to the unsuccessful 
applicant’s inbox, rather than the 
alternative, and more appropriate email 
she had drafted giving feedback on the 
interview. 

This is an extreme example of what not 
to say. Whilst problems with performance 
in a work environment, for example, 
may involve some plain-speaking, it is 
important not to resort to personal attacks. 
There is a raft of legislation that could 
be breached by such a conversation, 
including the Equality Act, and getting it 
wrong can have expensive consequences. 
Employers should remember that any 
discussion with a member of staff, 
whether a performance review or simply 
a general discussion about their role 
and responsibilities, it is very important 
to document what is said. This can be 
in the form of an email or a note put on 
their personnel file, but documented 
nonetheless. 

An employer should also look at how 
anyone in the business with responsibility 
for staff management and interaction is 
properly trained in the right procedures. 
That could be in the form of refesher 
training held in-house on the companies 
procedures but externally delivered 
training on employment law and any 
changes is also extremely beneficial.

W HAT is the Corn Exchange like to perform 
in? 

The acoustic complements rather than hinders 
and it's always more inspiring to play in a building 
with a great history rather than in a brand new one. 

What advice would you give to a young person 
contemplating a career as a professional 
musician? 

Every profession is becoming more and more 
difficult to succeed in and I think music can be 
particularly difficult to make a living from if you miss 
the absolute top level. 

I think you have to be realistic to start with - if 


everyone around you is saying that you're maybe 
not as good as you think you are then at some 
point you'll need to start to listen to them - simply 
because when you play music the only thing other 
people will be doing is listening to you. 

However, if you are fortunate enough to be really 
good then you have to put in every ounce of effort 
you have and take every single opportunity there 
is - never give up! 

What is your practice routine? 

Nowadays I have so many things to prepare at 
any particular point that it does feel like a constant 
juggling act. 


I do quite literally have three piles of music on 
my piano, the left pile being urgent stuff needing 
looKing at every single day, the middle pile I need 
to rotate in order to get through everything once 
every two to three days depending on how tough it 
is. The right pile is simply there to remind me that 
those pieces will be coming up imminently. 

What's the best (and the worst) thing about 
being an international pianist? 

The best thing for me is being on stage. It's an 
incredible feeling to put yourself out in front of 
many people and then attempt to do something 
that is either extremely difficult or, at other times, 


basically impossible. 

You are under immense pressure and you try 
harder than you've ever done in your life, and 
when everything does go right then the feeling is 
simply indescribable. And it's amazing that I'm 
able to make this my life - it's all I ever have to 
do. 

The toughest thing is that more often than not 
I'm away from my family and my home.
